The de facto treasurer did not see 
Clay at the bank but when he report- 
ed what had happened the Governor 
addressed his demand for withdrawal 
of all of the state’s funds on deposit 
in the institution and dispatched his 
executive secretary, Carlton Mobley, 
to Clay’s office, The banker dictated 
an immediate reply and it was sent 
to the Governor. 

In hig demand for the entire 
amount, Governor Talmadge cited a 
code section which he said gave him 
authority to take charge of the funds 
and placed Mobley in control of them. 

Clay’s Letter. 

The views of the banks, expressed 
through Clay, were made known to 
the Governor in this letter: 

“Hon. Kugene Talmadge, Governor,

“My dear Governor: 

“We have your letter of this date 
with regard to the state funds de- 
posited with this bank.

BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


BUSINESS ADVICE WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Politicos have been 
flailing the air increasingly with confusing 
business predictions. Some leaders of the outs are emphasizing more 
and more that inflation is imminent. The ins have now countered (see 
— Farley’s Kansas speech) with the idea that prosperity 
$ here. 

A far more trustworthy line on things can be obtained from sound 
economists and business people whose confidential views are not acquired 
for political effect. The wisest ones hereabouts generally have the fol- 
lowing carefully measured viewpoint: 

The outlook for some months ahead is impressively good, but... 
it contains too many elements of artificiality and instability to warrant 
the definite conclusion that what we have now is a natural recovery of 


the self-sustaining cumulative variety. 

DIRECTION in balancing - the prospects of the many obvious 
things that might happen, the odds now seem to favor 

expanding business, backed with more than ample credit facilities, which 

will become an increasingly active factor as the process goes on. 

The broad direction of this movement is toward a highly expansion- 
ary plane, with prices tending upward, but only moderately upward for 
a considerable period of time yet. 

Just how far these processes will go toward anything that might 
legitimately be called inflation, or what kind of inflation may eventuate, 
cannot now be told with any reasonable degree of certainty. 


PUSH eit is like the snowball which is livia and is also being pushed. 

The ball has weak spots and may change direction. But the 
direction in which it is now going indicates it will continue to enlarge 
itself moderately for some months yet. It is headed for a big drift of 
credit, which may swell it tremendously some time in the not near future. 


CONSENT No bravery medals are being claimed by the house appro- 
priations committee for burying President Roosevelt’s old 
shelter belt idea. It was rather generally understood inside the com- 
mittee that the White House would consent to the burial without any 
great fuss. 
In fact, the hearings disclosed some very interesting testimony. It is 
extremely unusual for a government official to hint that he can get along 
without appropriations for his own department, but the forestry officials 
did. They pointed out that they avoided “getting too entangled in this 
project without the approval of congress.’”’ Also that they ‘‘developed 
the project so we could fold our tents and move out” if congress did not 
approve. 

The invitation to congress was subtle but effective. 

Note—The shelter belt was to have been 1,000 miles long and 100 
miles wide and planted with 3,000,000,000 (count them) trees. The ex- 
penditure to date is about $1,000,000 for planting 22,000 acres. The 
other $14,000,000 originally allocated to the project was held up by the 
comptroller general. 


RETRACTION A liberal leader within the New Deal told his com- 

rades after the Parker power decision that it was a 
shame they had not let Circuit Judge Parker go on the supreme court 
some years ago in that famous fight. Now, after having received a copy 
of the Parker opinion, the liberal is not pressing his compliment. 

The fact seems to be that the New Deal legal authorities are some- 
what doubtful that what they won from the decision is more than they 
lost. They are letting their original cheers stand publicly, but privately 
are consulting their law books. 

This is in accord with the new technique of both sides on the power 
issue. Both generally assert that they won, which is a fairly good indi- 
cation that the matter has not been decided yet. 


REPUTATION The simplest definition of government credit was 
given off the record the other day by an official in 
a position to know. He said: ‘‘The matter is as delicate and devastating 
as the reputation of a man. If a citizen is known to be a gambler or 
has the reputation of a spendthrift, he is apt to find his banker increas- 
ingly meticulous about lending him money. But a man with a reputation 
for care and caution can borrow far more on less collateral.” 
ZEAL Two young New Deal lawyers were arguing, where they thought 
they would not be overheard, that there is no future in the 
New Deal any more. They argued that the plodding was probably not 
worth the salary involved. 

Less obvious symptoms have been noticed among far more prominent 
liberals near the seats of power. Another mourned: “If Roosevelt is 
re-elected, it will be so close that the government will not be able to 
do much anyway.” 

Note—Capable SEC Chief James Landis, whose organization is de- 
signed to limit gambling, took a wild flyer in fish a few days back. While 
angling with Ex-SEC Chairman Kennedy in Florida, they bet $1 on the 
largest fish to be caught, one on the smallest, and one on the first and

Olympic games, because the show 
served two very useful purposes. 

It prevented, for the time being at 
least, a brutal raid on the German 
Jews and perhaps even scattered mas- 
Bacres by Hitler's brown shirts in 
reprisal for the assassination of Herr 
Gustloff, the nazi organizer in Switser- 
land, who was shot a short time be- 
fore the athletes assembled in Gar- 
misch-Partenkirchen. 

It also vindicated the eontention of 
thsoe who opposed American participa- 
tion that the nazis could not be trust- 
ed to refrain from political and mili- 
tary propaganda. 

But for the presence of the players 
and a couple of hundred foreign journ- 
alists in Garmisch the nazis undoubt- 
edly would have swooped down on the 
Jews to avenge the killing of their 
organizer. Hitler had delivered an 
oration at the bier of the dead con- 
n Arges in which he charged not only 
this killing but 40,000 others to Jew- 
ish terrorists and in ordinary circum- 
atances the order undoubtedly would 


revenge. 

But Hitler found himself on the 
spot, for he had taken elaborate meas- 
ures to pretend for the benefit of the 
visitors that the plight of the Jew 
was exaggerated. He had taken down 
thousands of vigorous signs which had 
hung in publie places, such as the rail- 
road stations and postoffices and had 
ordered the removal of anti-semitic 
posters from billboards, restaurants 
and stores for many miles around. 

Thus the visiting athletes and the 
tourist reporters saw no outward evi- 
dence of the campaign of persecution 
unless they happened to come upon 
chance copies of the Sturmer, the of- 
ficial anti-semitic publication. The 
nazis tried to keep the Sturmer out of 
sight, but a few copies were smuggled 
into own to be exhibited to incred- 
ulous citizens of other nations, includ- 
ing the United States. 


Incident 1" view of the nazis’ in- 

sistent claim that Jews 
Wasted. had not been molested in 

the course of the slow 
massacre it would have been bad pro- 
paganda to turn loose the brown 
shirts to club and kick Jews wherever 
found in reprisal for the death of 
Gustloff, so a tempting incident was 
wasted and Hitler’s oratory at the 
grave, of course, was not audible in 
gay and distant Garmisch, where the 
yodelers howled in the beer parlors 
by night and the apple-cheeked killers 
of the storm troops went about in 
civilian clothes, pretending to be jovial 
Bavarian villagers. 

Not many of the athletes were read- 
ing newspapers during the games, so 
few of them saw Hitler’s ambiguous 
tribute to the intelligence of the Ger- 
man race delivered at the tomb of the 
dead spy. In this remarkable oration 
Der Fuehrer led off with the custo- 
mary exaltation of German character 
but wound up saying that in 40,000 
other assassinations of German pa- 
triots the Jews had always contrived 
to persuade misguided Germans to do 
the dirty work. P 

It seemed a fine acknowledgment 
of the superior mentality of the Jews 
and a rather melancholy estimate of 
the patriotic character and brains of 
the members of the race of supermen. 

The Sturmer reappeared after the 
foreigners had left town and was plas- 
tered on the walls of the government 
office in Munich a few days later. 
It is a lively publication, with a mo- 
nopoly on pornography in the nazi 
state which was started as the private 
racket of Julius Streicher and brought 
him more than in marks 
when he sold it to the nazi party a 
short while ago.

To Streicher. the paper die be- 

fore the summer 


Olympics take place and the purchase 
price to Streicher was merely compen- 
sation for the abolition of his racket. 
Ordinarily when Hitler wants to can- 
cel a paper he just cancels it without 
compensation, but Streicher has been 
“one of the boys” and there is no 
denying that he brought to his task 
as editor and publisher a remarkably 
ripe taste in sex copy. 

With the summer Olympics still to 
come it may be found convenient to 
hold a massacre in honor of Herr 
Gustloff and the Jews in Germany 
may yet admit that the ancient tourn- 
ament served a humane purpose. 

The political and military character 
of the nazi Olympics thoroughly ob- 
scured the sporting significance on 
three days, and the flags of other na- 
tions were seldom seem at any time 
amid the thousands of swastikas, as 
the moving pictures should prove if 
they are shown unedited in the United 
States. 

Three times Hitler converted the 
show into a political gala day, and 
those Americans who were punched 
and pushed around by the aptly named 
black guards will assert that the spirit 
of fraternity through sport emerged 
from the party with contusions, abras- 
ions and probable internal injuries.

The text of President Roosevelt's 
veto message on seed loan bill to 
the senate follows: 

I return herewith, without my ap- 
proval, S. 3,612, a bill entitled “To 
provide loans to farmers for crop 
production and harvesting during the 
year 1936, and for other purposes.” 

This bill afithorizes an appropria- 
tion of $50,000.000 from the general 
fund of the treasury for loans to 
farmers during the year 1936, for 
production of crops—principally seed 
loans. 

In approving the bill providing 
$40,000,000 for corp production loans 
for 1934, I stated that 1 did so on 
the theory that it was proper to 
taper off the crop loan system, which 
had been initiated on a large scale 
as early as 1931, rather than to cut 
it off abrutply, particularly since 
such loans would serve a useful pur- 
pose in aiding certain farmers unable 
to qualify for crop production loans 
through the newly-established farm- 
ers’ production credit associations, 
and that the 1934 loan by the gov- 
ernment should thus be considered as 
a tapering-off loan. 


It is time that I gave my approval 
to a $60,000.000 crop production 
loan for 1935. but this loan was 
primarily for relief purposes prin- 
cipally in the drouth-stricken areas, 
and I recommended to the congress 
that the cost of such loans should 
properly be defrayed from the ap- 
propriation for relief purposes. Ac- 
cordingly $60,000,00@ was reappro- 
priated from unobligated balances 
under allocations: from the appro- 
priation of $525,000,000 for relief 
in stricken agricultural areas con- 
tained in the emergency appropria- 
tion act passed the previous year.

O’Connor Specifies Type of 
Investment for Member 


Banks.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—(4)—J. 
F. T. O’Connor, comptroller of the 
currency, today banned speculative se- 
curities from the investment portfolios 
of federal reserve member banks. 

The national bank chieftain defined 
specifically an “investment security” 
which a bank might buy and sell for 
its own account. He prohibited the | 
purchase of “investment securities” in | 
which the investment’s characteristics | 
are “distinctly or predominantly spec- 
ulative.” 

Today’s regulations source in provi- | 
sions contained in both the original 
banking act of 1933 and the law of 
1935, designed to bulwark the stability 
of banking institutions. Under the act 
of last year, 1933 regulations to re- 
strict the purchase and sale of invest- 
ment securities for a bank’s own ac- 
count were superseded and made more 
stringent. 

As a guide, the comptroller referred 
banks to “recognized rating manuels” 
and further stipulated that in case of 
doubt as to the eligibility of a security 
such eligibility must be supported by. 
not less than two rating manuels. 

Treasury officials said the new reg- 
ulations marked the first time the 
grading of bonds were stipulated in 
determining an eligible investment. 

The new regulations also prohibit 
purchase of securities which are in 
default, either as to principal or in- 
terest. 

O’Connor stipulated that investment | 
securities could not be _ purchased | 
above par unless the purchasing in- | 
stitution provided for the _ regular) 
amortization of the premium paid, or 
set up a reserve account in order to | 
amortize the premium paid. 

The original regulations merely de- 
fined investment securities as “mar- |
